4.  Lessee  is  hereby  granted  the  right,  at  its  option,  to  poet  or  unitize  any  land  covered  by  this  tease  with  any  other  land  covered  by  this  lease,  and/or  with  any  other  land  lease  or  leases 
astoanyorall  minerals  or  horizons,  so  as  to  establish  units  containing  not  more  than  80  surface  acres,  plus  1 0%  acreage  tolerance;  provided,  however,  units  may  be  established  as  to  any  one 
or  more  horizons,  or  existing  units  may  be  enlarged  as  to  any  ore  cr  more  horizons,  so  as  to  ccritainn^  if  limited  to  one  or  more  of  the 
following:  (1 )  gas,  other  than  casinghead  gas,  (2)  liquid  hydrocarbons  (condensate)  which  are  not  liquids  in  the  subsurface  reservoir,  (3)  minerals  produced  from  wells  classified  as  gas  wells 
by  the  conservation  agency  having  jurisdiction.  If  larger  units  than  any  of  those  herein  permitted,  either  at  the  time  establshed,  or  after  enlargement,  are  permitted  or  required  under  any 
Governmental  rule  ororder,  for  the  drilling  or  operation  of  a  well  at  a  regular  location,  or  for  obtaining  maximum  alowabte  from  any  well  to  be  drilled,  drilling,  or  already  drilled,  any  such  unit  may  be 
established  or  enlarged  to  conform  to  the  size  permitted  or  required  by  such  governmental  order  or  rule.
